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REMARKS 

Restriction Requirement 

Applicants herein acknowledge the restriction requirement in the above-referenced 
application. Claims 1 through 35 are currently pending in the application. The Office has 
identified the following groups of claims as being drawn to separate inventions: 

Invention I - Claims 1-15 and 30-35, drawn to a composition comprising a carrier and 
particulates comprising an active agent and a method for making the same, 
classified in class 424, subclass 489. 

Invention II - Claims 16-29 drawn to a composition comprising a polymer gel, a solvent, 
and particulates comprising an active agent selected from a list, classified in 
class 424, subclass 501. 

Applicants hereby elect the claims of Invention I, claims 1-15 and 30-35, without 
traverse. 

Election of Species Requirement 

Applicants also acknowledge the Election of Species Restriction Requirement. 

Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, to prosecute the species of invention as set 
forth in claims 1-4, 8-13, 30, 31, 34, and 35 (drawn to C16-C24 fatty acid esters as hydrophobic 
agents; proteins as active agents; poly(lactide-co-glycolic) acid as polymers; and alkyl esters of 
benzoic acid as solvents), illustrated in drawing Figs. 1-6. 

Applicants consider claims 1-3,8, 9, and 30 to be generic, and note that upon allowance 
of a generic claim, claims 4, 10-15, and 31-35 depending therefrom in a non-elected species 
would also be allowable.
